Police Believe There Was Plot. 

It was the teachings of Emma Golkiman, he 
says, which immediately inspired him to the 
deed.

POPE EXPRESSES HIS HORROR. 


Venerable Pontiff Says It Is Deplorabile 
That Society Cannot Protect Itself 
Against Anarchy. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

ROME, Sept. 8.—In conversing with a num- 
ber of Cardinals after the celebration of mass 
this morning the Pope said he profoundly re- 
gretted the attack on President McKinley, 
He added that it was deplorable that society 
could not organize itself against a faction, 
which, under a political mask, committed the 
most horrible crimes, striking the chiefs of 
even the most democratic and most peaceful! 
states and causing grief to the most pacific 
and hardést working of nations. 

‘*Mr. McKinley,” his Holiness declared, 
“is a model man and statesman. hoever 
strikes at such must be a mad as well as an 
ignoble villain. The wounds inflicted upon 
the President are a bloody outrage upon the 
entire people. I am certain that American 
Catholics, in common with the ‘faithful 
throughout the world, will demonstrate their 
sympathy with the wounded President and 
their horror of the ferocious crime of which 
he is the victim. uk

To have added toall this any- 
thing like a statement of the awful thing 
that has befallen her husband could hardly 
be otherwise than fatal, in the opinion of 
those who know Mrs. McKinley’s pondition 
best. 


Guarded from All Excitement. 
As it ts it is only Dr. Rixey’s skill and in- 
timate knowledge of her ailments which have 
kept her up. She is constantly under the 
influence of strong tonics and powerful sed- 


Nobody: who, by any chance, might let her 
know the true state of affairs is permitted to 
come near her. She sees nothing whatever 
in the shape of a newspaper. Under these 
conditions and with this constant watchful- 
ness and nursing she has borne upsurprisingly 
well.

YACHTING A COSTLY PLEASURE. 
‘Careful Estimates Give $6,000 a Month 


as the Figures for Keeping Up a 
| First-Class Boat. 


Take the yachts that we often hear of. In 
all of them you will find a considerable dis- 
crepancy in the rock-bottom running ex- 
Ppenses and the money that is really spent 
an them. Consider the entertainment of 
/guests, the salaries of Captains and vfficers 
and crews, sustenance, spara, sails, rigging, 
and other gear; stewards’ and engineers’ 
jempenete, and the like. No little sum is in- 
volved. It Will be a matter of surprise, per- 
haps, when we say that Colonel O. H. Payne's 
650-ton steam yacht Aphrodite burns forty- 
five tons of coal a day when it steams at a 
fair rate of speed. Coal now costs about $4 
aton. Forty-five tons a day—$180. 

That is not so bad for a starter, but walt: 
The Aphrodite carries a company of sixty 
men: Captain, first and second mates, car- 
penters, chief steward, two assistant stew- 
ards, two bedroom stewards, one pantryman, 
chief cook, three assistant cooks, chief en- 
gineer, three assistant engineers, three ollers, 
fifteen firemen, and nineteen men before the 
mast. Complete—all that seems to be miss- 
ing are the equerries, gentlemen-in-waiting, 
chamberlains, and the master of the buck- 
hounds. 

A Captain of a yacht like the Aphrodite 
receives about $200 a rhonth; the mates, be- 
tween $75 and $100. Its seamen receive $30 
@ month and so do the firemen and oilers. 
The chief cook is paid at least $50 and his 
three assistants $30, while the head steward, 
whose duty it is to look after the quantity 
and quality of the supplies, to attend te 
guests, and to see that everything runs 
smoothly, is cheap at $100 to $125 each month. 
It costs about 50 cents a day, on an average, 
to feed each of the dixty men on the 
dite. Then take the cost of engineers’ and 
mates” stores, the maintenance of the cabin 
and wine lotkers, the Various entertain- 
ments, and you find that it costs not less 
than $6,000 a month to run it—say, $80, 000 
a year.

Profitable Markets Found for Material 


_ Formerly Thrown on Refuse Heap— 
Biges of Merchantable Fuel. 
_Dickens’ * Golden Dustman "is outdone b 
the Diamond Dustman, the man who makes 
a fortune out of the heaps of coal dust or 
culm which are found about the coal mines 
in Pennsylvania. 
_A few years ago an ingénious young man 
who was left without occupation thought out 
the problem of utilizing these banks. bought 
up one or two, and putting his wits at work 
tried to separate their contents into sizes or 
merchantable fuel; much time, labor, and 
expense was incurred. Failure economically 
to separate the useful components from the 
dross was the result, until by adapting the 
hydraulic system, such as is used in Western 
mining; economy of handling resulted, and 
this served the purpose of expeditiously flush- 
ing the contents of the bank to the separator 
far better than any other known method, 
such as conveyors. The result has been that 
hundreds of thousands of tons of good fuel 
have been sold from these apparently worth- 
less piles, to the great fortune of the opera- 
tor thereof. Tife succese attained here has 
brought the attention of others to the subject, 
and now in many pexets there are so-called 
washeries and millions of tons are annually 
marketed. 
It may surprise the reader to know that at 
some very extensive collileries in the Lehigh 
district the amount of coal larger than chest- 
nut sent to market forms only # per cent of 
the total shipments, chestnut 28 per cent, 
while pea coal forms 13 per cent, ‘* buck- 
wheat’’ 17% and “rice” & per cent. 
It has been a& mattér of recent years 
where the shipment of coal lese than chest- 
nut size amounted to much, for pea coal did 
not cut any considerable figure in shipments 
until about fifteen years ago, ** buckwheat "’ 
within the last ten years, and “ rice "’ within 
the last five. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that the domestic sizes, such as chestnut 
and larger, are held at what seem to be h 
prices.

Builds Fortune in New York. 


It was in New York that Mr. Armour really 
founded his reputation as a great financier. 
Again and again he took the lead in great 
enterprises which in that day were thought 
too stupendous for success, but as many 
times he won the day and set a new mark for 
emulators in the speculative world. It is said 
that in spite of thé great deals om paper and 
in the exchanges, Mr. Armour held steadfast 
to the rule never to let his investments par- 
take of the nature of gambling. ; 

In a few years the New York house made 
several fortunes for its sponsors, and H. O. 
- Armour a prince of merchants. 

Anot extension of the concern was made 
by Mr. Armour when in 1871 he established 


Armour, now the Armour Packing company, 
and placed his eldest brother, Simon, in 
charge of the business. Joseph Armour, who 
managed the family interests in Chicago, was 
forced to retire on account of failing health, 
and he died on Jan. 5, 1881. 

P. A. Armour then removed to Chicago from 
Milwaukee, and Herman was allowed to con- 
tinue in supervision of the Eastern house. 
He had in the meantime taken up his perma- 
nent residence in New York and built his 
home at the corner of Fifth avenue and Sixty- 

Founded the Armour Bank... 

In the absence of banks of sufficient 
strength to transact the packing company’s 
business, H. O. Armour organized a bank for 
that especial purpose in Kansas City and 
called it the Armour Bros.’ Banking com- 
pany. This move was considered a typical 
instance of the resourcefulness and ingenuity 
of the great merchant. When the local 
banks became more numerous and of great- 
er strength he liquidated the Armour bank- 
ing concern. 

Mr. Armour on Sept. 10, 1900, joined the 
brokerage house of McIntyre & Wardwell, 
which has connections with the Chicago 
Board of Trade and other exchanges in the 
country. 

Leaves One Grown Daughter. . 
“=H. O. Armour wae married to Miss Jeannie 
P. Livingston of New York. They have one 
child, Mary, who was married in 1893 to 
William Gilman Nichols of New York. Mr. 
Armour was a member of the Union League 
and other large clubs, and was one of the | 
trustees of the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. He was a well-known connoisseur of 
paintings, and many of his benefactions have | 
been made in the interests of art. |

| Jackson, in the flat immediately below Miss 
Latham’s. Four men and women composed 
the party, and they hada gaytime. - 

Miss Latham was in a particularly jovial 
humor and was the life of the party. In the 
course of the evening she playfully knocked 
a giass out of Weissert’s hand and he spoke 
to her angrily. The incident seemed to 
distress the girl, and she spoke of it several 
times to her intimate friend, Grace Jackson. 


Inhales Gas and Dies. 


The guests went home about 2:30, and 
Weissert accompanied two of the men, with- 
out speaking to Miss Latham, although she 
begged him to forgive her. She returned to 
the room and waited for him to come back 
and make up the quarrel. As he failed to ap- 
pear she became desperate, and toek the 
rubber tube from the gas range and attached 
one end of it to the gas jet in the center of 
the room, inserting the other end in her 
mouth. Then she laid down upon a sofa and 
inhaled the gas until she died. , 

The body was found by Grace Jackson at 6 
o'clock, a few minutes after life had left it.

MANILA SHOCKED AT THE NEWS. 


Attempt to Assassinate President Mc- 
| Kinley Regarded as a National Ca- 
th lamity by Many Filipinos. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

MANILA, Sept. 8.—The news of the attempt 
to assassinate President McKinley caused a 
great shock here and expressions of sym- 
pathy were heard on every hand. Even the 
Filipinos regard it as a national calamity. 
Prayers for the recovery of the President 
were offered today in all the churches here. 

Numerous resignations have been caused 
by the action of the Philippine Commission 
in adopting stringent measures requiring 
insular, provincial, and municipal employés 
who are brought from the United States to 
serve at least for two years under penalty 
of non-payment of salary and being de- 
barred from again entering the insular ser- 
vice. Employés who retire before the com- 
pletion of two years of service will be re- 
quired to refund the price of their transporta- 
tion to the islands, their salaries drawn en 
route, and money advanced for other ex- 
penses. 
The teachers who arrived here some time 
ago are being distributed along the line of 
the railroad and at the large ports. 
The insurgent leader Angeles has surren- 
dered in the Camarines, with nineteen offi- 
cers, forty-two men, a number of rifles, and 
a quantity of ammunition. Numbers of 
other small surrenders occur daily. 
The only active forces operating now with 
any number of men are those of Malver and 
Lukban. The capture or surrender of the 
former is expected at any time. 
The latter, the Filipinos believe, will hold 
out as long as he is able to get ammunition. 
His brother, a doctor in Manila, says Lukbar 
will never surrender. :

CHANGES IN FOOTBALL RULES. 


Committee Prohibits Pulling and Haul- 
ing in Rush Line Before Ball 
| Ig Put in Play. 


New York, Sept. 8.--[ Special. ]—The changes 
in the football rules for the coming season, 
which were made by the Rules committee of 
the National Football association at a meet- 
ing held at the University club in this city a 
weeks ago, have been in de- 
ta 

The most important change is tn the defi- 
nition of a safety (rule 4, section 1). In ad- 
dition to the previous definition it is provided 
that “‘a safety is made when the ball, kicked 
by a man behind his goal line, crosses the ex- 
tension of the side line behind the goal line.”’ 

The next most important alteration is in 
rule on which formerly defined “ ahead of 
ball *’ “ between the opponents’ goal and 
a line pth to the goal line and passing 
through the center of the ball.”” As a matter 
of fact, this was inconsistent with some of the 
other rules, where the forward point of the 
ball is taken as the line. The rule was there- 
fore altered so that it reads “ passing through 
the point of the ball nearest the goal line of 
the side not in possession of the ball.’”’ | 

Rule 17, regarding interference, has been 
amended to do away with the pulling and 
hauling of opponents in the rush line before 
the ball has been put in play, and a number 
of minor changes to add clearness and to 
supply accidental omissions have been ~~

This leagué is a comparatively new body, 


as is the general movement for municipal 


improvemerit which it is designed to sclidify. 
Several other organizations, however, are 


already affiliated with it, and its official list, | 


headed by Professor Zueblin of the Chicago 


Pniversity as President, includes some of 


the most energetic advocates of higher 
municipal organization in this country. 
At its recent three days’ convention at 


Buffalo the league determined to urge upon 


the authorities of the St. Louis fair the 
peculiir importance of an exhibit in the line 
indicatéd and to seek the codperation of the 
American Park and Outdoor Art league, the 
National Municipal league, the League of 
American Municipalities, and other general 
and loca] bodies of kindred aim in promoting 
its preparation. Pi | 

In an outline of the general proposal it is 
suggested that an area should be devoted 
to this exhibit “ large enough to provide for 
a small group of buildings, grouped, if pos- 
sible, about a plaza ;’ and illustrating “ cer- 
tain outdoor principles of citymaking.” The 
space within would afford room for photo- 
gtaphs and model representations of “ the 
leading municipal improvements of the 
world,” 

Interest in the general subject indicated 
has been of late, and is today, growing rap- 
idly, and the suitability of such a display is 
not likely to be overestimated.

THE GERMAN TARIFF. 

Jacob Schoenhof discusses in the Septem- 
ber Forum the tariff proposals which are to 
be laid before the German Reichstag. He 
makes it plain that if they are enacted into 
law Germany will be the chief sufferer and 
that the United States will not be seriously 
affected. 

The value of American manufactured ex- 
ports to Germany last year—omitting raw 
copper and petrolerm—was $14,200,000. 
The value of the imports of manufactures 
of iron and steel, which will he affected by 
the proposed tariff, was $8,560,000. But it 
is Mr. Schoenhof’s opinion-that, even with- 
out any change in the tariff, there will be a 


diminution in these imports, because Ger-. 


man manufacturers are ready now to supply 
all the home demands at exceedingly low 
prices. 

Germany is a great consumer of foreign 
grain—bariey, corn, rye, oats, and wheat. 
While the United States sends considerable 
grain to Germany, it does not send so much 
as Russia does. The total value of Ameri- 
can breadstuffs coneumed ,in that country 
last year was $42,602,000, and of Russian 
breadstuffs, $50,813,000. Therefore, if there 
be a decrease in German consumption, it will 
affect Russia more seriously than it will the 
United States. 

While the higher duties which it is pro- 
posed to put on grain will reduce consump- 
tion somewhat, their chief effect will be to 
make Germans pay more for their food. Mr.

COST OF READY-QOOKED FOOD. 


Collegiate Alumne -has| been making a sci- 
entifi¢ study of the relative cost of meals 


cooked at home and those prepared outside. 


The report of the committee, which is priut- 
ed in the Massachusetts Labor Bulletin, has 
many features of, interest. | 

, The alumne established a fellowship at 
the Beston School of Housekeeping, with 
Miss Gertrude Bigelow, a Wellesley grad- 
mate, in charge of the jexperiments. Miss 
Bigelow found that ‘ apparent cost of 


producing one pound of home-made bread 
was 5.865 cents, including materials, fuel, 
and labor. A pound of baker's bread costs 
5.55 cents, which is abarts a third of a cent 
cheaper. But in many cases the fuel used 
in home baking also is utilized for cooking 
other things, and the “s time likewise 


would have to be paid for whether she baked | 


or, not. For this reason Miss Bigelow finds 
that it is mach cheaper to make bread at 
home.| She estimates the actual cost of a 
yound of home-made bread at between two 
and three cents. The fact that bakers’ 
bread is less nutritious is ascribed to the 
fault of consumers in) not demanding a 
betterarticle. 
It was found that a turkey roasted in the 
home kitchen cost 23.749 cents a pound, 
while one bonght ready cooked cost 35 cents. 
In gereral Miss Bigelow decides that it is 
cheaper to cook all kinds of food at home. 
Her conclusions &re confirmed by a series 
of experiments andertaken by the School of 
Housekéeping, showing. that the average 
cost of a complete meal cooked outside is 
25.569 cents, as against 16.485 cents when 
prepared at home. In other words, the cost 
is 55 per cent more when all the is 
bought ready cooked.

ey ever were before has become a notice- 
able feature in the rural sections of New 
Bngland. The Boston Transcript calls atten- 
tion to the change in Berkshire County, 
Mass.. wheré abandonedfarms a few years 
ago wete so numerous that it was feared the 
western part of the State in some sections 
would soon be depopulated. In place of 
that “there bas been a _ record-breaking 
period of construction of street railways, 
The erection of big and modern hotels has 
been notewotthy. A large number of new 
industries of a minor impo*ance have becn 
inaugurated. In many cases the former 


“abandoned farms have becyme summer resi- 


dences for those who have owlenty of moacy 
to spend and who are anxious to spend ir. 
The advent of the summer boarder bas 
caused the desert of the last decade to bloom 
as arose garden. The abandoned farmhouse 
has now become a summer cottage, whose 
picturesqueness delights the trained eye of 
apartist.” 

All this is but the natural outcome of the 
movements of social summer life. Originai- 
ly the season lasted only from June unti! 
September and the seashore was the favorite 
resort. Gradually the rush for investments 
became so great that nearly all available 
sites on the New England shore from Ston- 
ington to Eastport have been taken up. 
as well as the islands near shore. Those

The Chinese police, under 
their European officers, were unable to pre- 
vent the looting except in a small degree, 
and before the second evening had passed a 
large number of regular solifers were called 
out. At that time many people had been 
killed in fights and there were dead bodies in 
every street. Five men were killed by the 
falling of a three-story bufiding. 

The soldiers were compelled to resort to 
radical measures to stop the looting. They 
dashed up the main thoroughfares, stabbing 
to death or trampling under horses’ feet the 
robbers who were 
every direction.
